Doiiclivlllcs hurt schoIar.shipV That's 
a fair question lo risk, becau.ic. after 
nil, the original intention in coming 
to college is to learn .something and 
the accepted way to do that is through 
classwork, books, and lectures — in 
other words, scholarship. And when 
soineoiio suggests an activity, the first 
response Is "Well, say, won't that take 
lime from my .studies'.'" 

A survey of the freshman class at 
the University of Tlllnois in 1932 made 
from 389 men and 88 women— which 
included all of those out for the major 
activities on the campus— showed that 
the scltoinstlc a^rage of these stu- 
dents was higher^ than the general 
freshman average. 

Among other things that the survey 
brought out was the fad that the 
higher a .student goes in an activity 
tlie better his scholarship becomes. 

The explanation for this lies partly 
in the Xact that the activity becomes 
an incentive to scholarship since scho- 
lastic average litay ntean the success 
or fnliuix; of an individual. 

From another stntidpoint, the activ- 
ity' ])cople learn to budget their lime 
and really work when they do work. 
Activity, rather than loafing, provides 
one with tlio necessary recreation and 
atill keeps his mind In trim,— Vermont 
Cynic.
